8UICIDE IN JAPAN. 


I An interesting essay on the prev¬ 
alence of suioido in Japan has been 
written by Mr. Baito Kokufu, a na¬ 
tive statistician. The statistics ex¬ 
tend over ten years and show that 
suicide lias been on tbe increase iu 
Japan, both actually and in propor¬ 
tion to tbe total number of deaths. 

In tbe oaae of Jnpancae women 
the age at which suicide is most fre¬ 
quent ia about 20; tbe corresponding 
period with men is 25. Comparative¬ 
ly fpw women commit suicide after 
the twenty-fifth year, bpt men are 
not safo until they are past 40. Tbe 
women after marriage usually take 
life as they find it and submit with 
stoicism to its conditions. Tbe sui¬ 
cides of men are due to tbe worries 
and reverses of business and nro
